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How to Abate Smoke. 
To the Badltor of the Post-Dispatch. 


W E are all glad to see the proposed | cajling Mr. Gerhart’s special bond election we do not) of abuses against the privacy of home life and 


ordinance formulated for dealing 
with the present condition in regard to 
the elimination of smoke in our great 
city, and I feel certain that this will do 
more to add to the population of St. 
Louls than any other thing that could 
be done. The greatest violation in the 
winter months is the private home with 
low chimneys and very seldom cleaned. 
The apartment house is another. In this 
case you will find one janitor firing for 
three or four apartments, and as a rule 
he is the cheapest help obtainable. Why 
can we not get the brickette again?” 
With coal in this form for homes and 
apartments, a high efficiency is main- 
tained and very little smoke is made. 

I notice in the rules formulated that 
nothing has been said regarding the fir- 
ing of slack coal, although this is one 
of the main problems, as there are a 
number of places using slack in hand- 
fired furnaces. It has been the writer's 
experience in burning any kind or grade 
of coal that the load and general condi- 
tions have a great deal to do with the 
thickness of the fire and the method of 
firing. With slack coal, such as wé get 
in this locality, and with a heavy load, 
you must fire light and often. With a 
light load it is Just the opposite. A heavy 
load means considerable coal, and this 
means more air, and to get the air 
through the coal it must be light. The 
alternate method of firing is the best 
with any kind or grade of coal. Now, if 
we have a properly designed furnace, 
with say not leas than four-tenths of an 


inch of draft, and the boiler is not over- 
loaded, then all we want is a good fire- 
man. But we must have the other con- 
ditions first, as no fireman can eliminate 
emoke when it is impossible to do so. 
All boilers should be provided with a 
draft gauge and a pyrometer. The fire- 
man should thoroughly understand these 


* go that he might have some method of 


telling when the boiler is getting dirty. 
The boiler should also be provided with 
a dam regulator and the damper 
should be eet for the best conditions pos- 
stop 
the fireman from stoking the furnace 
when the pressure is up, while on the 
other hand there is a tendency where the 
load is heavy to stoke the furnace right 
up to the point where the safety valve 
di Then the next thing he does is to 
open the door.

In @ properly designed furnace, where 
nant Giving is necessary, no matter what 
of furnace, down draft or straight 
if the alternate method is used the 
fire door should be opened for a short 
period.

The Board of Aldermen made a grave mistake 
when it defeated, by 17 to 12, the bill to repeal 
the ordinance directing condemnation of land for 
the proposed northeast approach to the Municipal 
Bridge. 

Though the question has been discussed at 
length and the public is familiar with the argu- 
| ments pro and con, a restatement of the case seems 
necessary. ‘ 

The point, for instance, has been frequently 
made by opponents of the noftheast approach that 
the fund of $1,500,000 provided in the bond issue 
will not begin to cover the expense. The cost will 
approximate $5,000,000, or three times the 
amount allotted by the bonds. For a long time 
that estimate was challenged by Mr. Gerhart, spon- 
sor of the northeast approach, but on Thursday 
he, in effect, acknowledged it to be correct. And 
in order to make up the deficit which the carry- 
ing out of his plan will entail he coolly proposed 
another bond issue for $3,500,000 to be voted 
on in a special election. 

The possibility of the city’s rejecting this ad- 
ditional bond issue apparently has not entered into 
the calculations of Mr. Gerhart or of the 17 Alder- 
men who have committed themselves to this 
project. It is something to be reckoned with, how- 
ever.

Louis have stated that if the northeast approach 
proposed by Mr. Gerhart should be constructed the 
railroads could not be compelled to use it. So 
far as we know there is no competent legal opin- 
fon to the effect that the railroads could be com- 
pelled to do this. So the city is to be asked to 
epend four or five more millions on the Municipal 
Bridge, after which we shall be in the same posi- 
tion we are in now. 

As opposed to the Gerhart folly an attractive 
solution of the long-drawn Municipal Bridge prob- 
lem has been prepared. That is the exchange 
between the city and the railroads of the Municipal 
Bridge and Eads Bridge. To be exact, it is an ex- 
change of uses. The proposition is that, first, the 
upper decks of both bridges shall be used for 
highway traffic free of toll; second, that: the lower 
deck of the Free Bridge shall be used for steam 
railroad traffic by any and all railroads: third, 
the lower deck of Eads Bridge shall be used for 
street railway and interufban traffic; fourth, the 
BHads Bridge and tunnel are to be abandoned for 
steam railroad service. 

It is the judgment of men who have given a 
great deal of time and energy to working it out 
that if this exchange can be consummated St.

At the outset it means a big expenditure 
by the railroads in St. Louls and East St. Louis, 
probably exceeding $15,000,000, to equip the 
Municipal Bridge for transportation service. It 
means the overhauling and, to a great extent, the 
reconstruction of our whole terminal system, which 
St. Louis has outgrown and which is today a 
serious brake on the city. Engineers estimate that 
the cost of this immense undertaking ,will run be- 
yond $100,000,000, possibly to $150,000,000. The 
money will be provided by the railroads, not by 
the city.

It is a colossal investment. It will yield colossal 
returns to the railroads. And for St. Louis it 
means industrial and commercial eminence, with 
proportionate social and cultural progress. In a 
word, it means the power and dominion of the 
great city St. Louis ought to be. 

This plan is the practical corollary to the as- 
piration which St. Louls expressed when it author- 
ized the expenditure of $87,000,000 on internal 
improvements and beautification. No misguided 
obstructionist, however sincere his motives, should 
be permitted to destroy this opportunity—the 
greatest in St. Louis’ history.

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JEWISH WOMEN’S CONVENTION. 


The six-day program of the Tenth Triennial Con- 
vention Council of Jewish Women, which closed 
yesterday, was a sufficient answer, if any were 
needed, to the charge of Imperial Wizard Evans of 
the Ku Klux Klan that the Jewish people are an 
“absolutely unblendable element” and ‘“‘do now and 
forever will defy every fundamental requirement of 
assimilation’”’ with American ideals and practices. 

While, of course, the convention was called for 
the purpose of receiving reports of the various com- 
mittees engaged in social welfare, health, educa- 
tional, legislative, religious and other work among 
those of Jewish race, and the furtherance of such 
work, it was notable for its discussion of questions 
that concern not only the nation but the world, 
such as peace and arbitration, European reconstruc- 
tion, woman’s opportunity in the world today, 
purity of the press, public health, aid to women on 
farms, and other equally broad subjects. The 
various addresses given were scholarly and inter- 
esting, evincing knowledge of public affairs and 
liberality of thought. 

The Jewish women leaders are to be congratulat- 
ed on the success of the convention, and will be 
gladly welcomed by St. Louis for future meetings 


of the kind.
